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Not 50, Not 30, May Be None 


F irst phase of bargaining in the “ Ken­ 
nedy Round” negotiations for worldwide 
tariff cuts opens in Geneva on Wednes­ 
day. 


Negotiations have been in preparatory 
stages for 18 months. The general objec­ 
tive is to expand trade among the 64 
member nations of GATT, General Agree­ 
ment on Tariffs and Trade. The late Pres­ 
ident Kennedy, for whom the discussions 
are named because he sponsored 
t h e 
Trade Expansion Act of 1962, wanted al­ 
most all tariffs cut by 50 per cent. 
Talk now is that the best that can be 
expected is a general cut of 30 per cent. 
And it m ay take another 18 months—until 
the middle of 1966—to reach agreement 
on that. 
To date, the world’s m ajor trading na­ 
tions have been preoccupied with draw­ 
ing up lists of industrial goods they wish 
excepted from tariff-cutting. 
Only after the exceptions lists have been 
p a r e d 
will 
negotiations 
proceed 
on 
general 
tariff-cutting. 
Assuming 
t h e 


levies finally are slashed, a new round 


of talks may be required to handle non­ 


tariff obstacles to the free flow of trade. 


These include such obstacles as the U.S. 
“ buy American” policy, and discrimina­ 


tory taxes and customs requirements in 


all parts of the world. 
Some negotiating nations seem also to 
be reneging on earlier promises to hold 
their exceptions lists to a bare minimum. 
The Common Market, for example, wants 
to exclude about 20 per cent of its indus­ 
trial imports (including such items as m a­ 
chine tools, electrical equipment, trucks 
and buses). This contrasts unfavorably 
with the U.S. list, which is said to total 
only 8 per cent of dutiable imports. Scan­ 
dinavian nations put all the others to 
shame by offering to waive tariffs on all 
industrial imports if other nations recipro­ 
cate. 
It is a wonder that there still seems a 
reasonable outlook for any negotiations 
at all. 
$3,000 Boost For Ohio Assembly? 


A salary boost from $5,000 to $8,000 a 
year, as proposed for members of the 
Ohio General Assembly, Is vastly more 
than a cost-of-living increase. 
This kind of boost is given for extra 
effort and longer hours. Even though it 
m ay be argued that it represents de­ 
ferred raises withheld in deference to 
owlish views of salary boosting by voters, 
from $5,000 to $8,000 is a hafty in crease- 
60 percent in one jump. 
If the rest of us were told a 60 per 
cent hike in our pay was being consid­ 
ered, one of two things would have to 
be true: 
Either we sould have had to become 60 
per cent more valuable overnight, or the 
boss would have had to lose his sense of 
proportion. 
The boss In this case Is the taxpaying 
public—the Ohioans who pay the legisla­ 


tors’ salaries. And Ohioans have not lost 
their sense of proportion. 


If members of the General Assembly 
are worth $3,000 more, i f s because they 


are doing something more valuable than 
they were doing before. 
Actually, they are more valuable. Leg­ 
islative duties are more onerous than they 
used to be. More demands are made on 
their time. More demands are made on 
their intelligence. 
If they would take the necessary steps 
to approve a constitutional amendment to 
switch from biennial sessions to annual 
sessions, Ohioans could go for the pro­ 
posed 60 per cent increase. 
F act is, the General Assembly already 
Is having annual sessions now, in effect— 
the regular biennial session plus special 
sessions in the off years. 
Educated Men And Women 


The 1964-1965 academic year m arks the 


all-time high for college enrollment. 


Full-time and part-time college students 


have reached a staggering total of 4,- 
118.735. The source of the information 
is the annual survey of the University 
of 
Cincinnati 
registrar 
for 
an educa­ 
tional publication. 
Women students are catching up to 
men students in numbers — 1,068,596 wom­ 
en going to school full time this year 
and 1,724.732 men. 
Full-time students are becoming more 
numerous — a 10.1 per cent Increase over 
last year. Agriculture students are in­ 
creasing. Theological students 
are de­ 
creasing. 
Largest of all education “ factories” Is 
the California state college setup, with 
167.636 full-time and part-time students. 


Other giants range downward through Uni­ 
versity of California, City University of 
New York, State University of New York, 
the University of Minnesota, University of 
Wisconsin. New York University, Univer­ 
sity of Illinois, Ohio State University, 
University of Indiana and Michigan State 
—all with more than 35,000 enrollees. 
Voluntary colleges and universities are 
not in the running, as far as numbers are 
concerned. If it be true that education 
can save America, salvation will have to 
come from tax-supported schools. 
On the other hand, if it isn’t true, the 
United States Is going to undergo the 
disenchantment of the century. The magic 
will have gone out of the formality of 
college education. 
It will still be true that education Is 
effectual only when the person being ed­ 
ucated is in a mood to learn. 
Capt. Donlon’s Heroism 


President Johnson clearly used the pre­ 
sentation of the Medal of Honor to Capt. 
Roger H. C. Donlon to put his thoughts 
about South Viet Nam on the record.

Though Chicago swarms with 
city, county, state and private 
investigators, not one of these 
crim es has been solved 
The 
latest attack was on the new 
Homestead restaurant now be­ 
ing built by Ashley Rickets who 
testified before the McClellan 
labor rackets committee on July 
16, 1958. 


THE RICKETS people have 
been in the catering business for 
years yet the Homestead owner 
told authorities that he knew no 
reason for the attack on his 
property. Neither did the own­ 
ers of the other restaurants, tav­ 
erns and gin mills which have 
been blasted or burned. 


Millions of dollars worth of 
such properties has 
been 
de­ 
stroyed in the heart of Chicago 
and in its suburbs. Yet, as one 
authority put it. “ It is unbe­ 
lievable what has happened and 
that no one will talk or that a

platforms or pick out policies 
to support or oppose. He’s an

The opposition party, as a 
rule, does not try between elec­ 
tions to harmonize its own fol­ 
lowers on program s prescribing 
how the country shall be run or 
by whom.

This is sometimes 
referred to in political parlance 
a s “ me-toolsm.” 
Several of the sam e Republi­ 
can governors who met at Den­ 
ver — or their henchmen—gave 
the impression during the last 
campaign that it was all right 
for Republican 
voters to cast 
their ballots for President John­ 
son just so long as they split 
their ticket and voted for the 
Republican 
nominees 
for 
the 
Senate or House or for state of­ 
fices. This isn’t conducive tn 
the rebuilding 
of 
widespread 
confidence and trust. 


MANY REPUBLICANS of the 
moderate school have not yet 
discovered that it’s a form of 
extremism in politics to punish 
the ones who remained loyal in 
a campaign and transfer the 
leadership of the party after­ 
wards 
to those 
who strayed 
from its ranks. 
On ideological issues, the Re­ 
publican moderates can be cred­ 
ited with deep convictions, but 
they know in their hearts that 
many of their principles are 
closer to those of the Democra­ 
tic party today than to the R e­ 
publican doctrines of opposition 
to centralized government, fis­ 
cal extravagance and interfere 
ences with the free-enterprisi 
system. 
What the party out of power 
has to strive for is a way to 
represent and give emphasis to

But Monday, in a statement 
which some interpreted as a 
move to soothe his critics and 
keep his job.

Vacant Buildings Lure Many Children 


What is mort interesting to 
children from 5 to 12 or 14 than 
a building under construction? 
They like to watch the h u g e

tion walls are placed, the chil­ 
dren like to run across the tops 
of them, chasing one another. 
They like to watch the carpen­ 
ters put up the timbers, lay the 
bricks for walls, nail on the sid­ 
ings, put up the rafters an d 
complete the roof. 
After the workmen have gone 
home, the children MV* to climb 
and walk over the piles of sand, 
bricks or lumber, or wander 
through the partly constructed 
building and climb from story 
to story. 
Once some rooms and halls 
are enclosed, they like to play 
hide - and - seek or games of 
chase. Sometimes a child is in­ 
jured at such fun. Some chil­ 
dren delight in picking up saw­ 
ed-off pieces of lumber an d 
carrying them home to make 
something out of them, even to 
build a tree house. 


ONCE while I was discussing 
these matters at a forum of par­ 
ents in a university town, the 
dean of the school of education 
joined in the discussion. He 
said: “See the wide range of 
Interesting, rich, educational ex­ 
periences these children a r e 
getting.” 
I replied: "Just as they might 
lf they entered and explored an 
unlocked or unoccupied house; 
just as they might if they en­ 
tered an unlocked car with a 
key in It, belonging to some­ 
body else; just as they might 
lf a skillful burglar s h o w e d 
them how to Jimmy a lock, open 
a safe or rob a bank.” 
Then I asked: “When your 
child or mine explores about or 
Inside a building under construc­ 
tion, without permission f r o m 
Its owners, he is trespassing. 
He It practicing b a d citizen­ 


ship. He is exercising the very 
attitudes and acts we have tried 
hard to teach him not to have 
and do. While he is having fun 
and learning skills and knowl­ 
edge he is also learning to dis­ 
regard the rights and posses­ 
sions of other persons. 
What will it profit a child to 
gain all such skills and wisdom 
and lose this precious m o r a l 
value? What shall be given in 
exchange for it?” 


A VACANT building is also an 
allurement to children, and the 
longer it has stood unoccupied 
the more alluring it is. Children 
often imagine it is haunted and 
they resolve to find out. N o t 
only may they enter it and ex­ 
plore, but one of their parents 
may do so with them, without 
permission from anybody else to 
do so. Yet this building belongs 
to some person or group of per­ 
sons. 
As 
editor 
of 
a 
children’s 
magazine, I'm amazed at the 
number of stories that are sub­ 
mitted to me built around such 
old, empty houses. 
Don’t you think we parents 
should bring up our children to 
have deep regard for the rights 
and possessions of others? If we 
do, we won’t allow them to en­ 
ter any unoccupied building or 
play about it or around or in­ 
side any building under con­ 
struction. 
We shall not unless we and 
they first have permission from 
the owner or owners. Even then. 
as a rule, we should go with 
these children to make sure of 
their physical and moral safe­ 
ty-

He has urged for years, Laird 
said, and in the past has intro­ 
duced legislation calling on the 
Post Office D epartm ent to use 
the Nativity scene on its annual 
Christm as stamp. 
The Post Office D epartm ent's) 
special stam p committee. Laird 
said, turned down the Nativity 


scene for a Christm as stam p on 
the basis that it would com­ 
m em orate a religious holiday. 
“This argum ent has no rele­ 
vance to this issue.” he wrote. 
“ Christm as is celebrated each 
year to honor the birthday of 
Jesus Christ.

until

On the doctor's report the dis­ 
ease is listed as chronic nephri­ 
tis. 


In her own memory the trou­

ANSWER: To the ancient peoples, the world seemed 
obviously flat. They invented many strange conceptions to 
suggest what might lie beyond the small area of the world 
they knew. In India, the Hindus thought of the world as 
having a slight upcurve as shown in our illustration, taken 
from an old woodcut. What was underneath'’ An enormous 
turtle, said the Hindus, on his back, four strong elephants 
holding up the earth—and these represented the four direc­ 
tions. north, east. south, west These, perhaps, may have 
suggested the four comers of the earth. In the circle below, 
we look down on the earth as a flat disc, as imagined by 
many ancient peoples. Around the outside flows the ocean 
river, Oceanus When a man went “to the ends of the earth,” 
he had gone as tar as he could in any direction The philoso­ 
pher Plato (left I thought of the earth as a cube with a square 
tlat top. Centuries beiore, the Egyptians had conceived of 
the earth as box like, encircled by a river. Since a box has 
four comers, this is perhaps another source of the “lour 
comers of the earth” saying. The four comers meant the 
most remote places on earth one might imagine.
